Th e wind play s an impo rtant 
part in fro stbite. Th e ch illing ef­ 
fect o f air at 20 degrees mo v ing 
at 45 miles an h o u r is th e same 
as 40-belo w-zero air o n a still 
day . 


One o f th e dangers o f fro stbite 
Is th at y o u o ften do n’t feel it. 
First th ing y o u kno w is th at 
so meo ne else no tices th at y o u r 
no se o r ear is tu rning wh ite. 
Th e fro zen part beco mes h ard o f 
to u ch and lo ses feeling. Many 
spo rts leaders adv o cate a bu ddy 
sy stem fo r o u tdo o r winter spo rts: 
two perso ns are paired o ff, each 
watch ing th e o th er fo r signs o f 
fro stbite. 


To prev ent fro stbite, first be 
certa in tha t y o u a re pro perly 
dressed fo r the tempera ture. 
Av o id o v erex ertio n a nd ex ces­ 
siv e perspira tio n. Av o id co n­ 
ta ct o f ba re flesh with co ld 
meta l. Do n't smo ke o r drink 
a lco ho l. 


In first aid fo r fro stbite, fo r­ 
get th e o ld saw abo u t ru bbing 
th e affected part writh sno w, and 
also fo rget th e co mpletely in­ 
v alid cau tio n against rapid th aw­ 
ing. Also , do n’t massage o r ru b 
th e fro zen part. Do n’t to u ch it 
at all Begin rapid rewarming as 
so o n as po ssible. A h o t bath is 
ex cellent, bu t av o id scalding. Ho t 
wet to wels will h elp, ch anged 
freo u entlv and anplied gently . If 
no fire o r h o t water is at h and, 
place th e patient in a sleeping 
h ag. o r co v er with co ats and 
blankets 
Ho t liqu ids will h elp 
raise bo dy temperatu re. 


Fo r a ny fro stbite, ev en a 
mild ca se, pro mpt medica l a t­ 
tentio n is impo rta nt. The depth 
a nd degree o f the fro zen tis­ 
sue ca nno t be rea dily a scer­ 
ta ined. a nd the trea tment will 
v a ry with the sev erity o f the 
injury . 


Dress pro perly and u se co m­ 
mo n sense abo u t ex po su re in 
sev ere co ld, and mo st cases o f 
fro stbite can be av o ided.

If the theories that Red Ho Chi Min h’s top Gen eral Glap 
has been adv ocatin g are carried throu gh, Bin h Gia will be on ly 
on e of a series of sharp pu n ches in the n ex t few mon ths. 
The U.S.-Sou th Viet Nam program gambles that a stron g 
local militia can be train ed in each area to defeat small Viet 
Con g raiders an d hold off large Red attacks u n til gov ern men t 
regu lars arriv e. 
Theoretically , the regu lars are to get there qu ickly en ou gh 
with su fficien t men an d weapon s to kn ock ou t an y n u mber of 
Red troops. 
This program (accordin g to U.S. plan s) is to be perfected 
in the Greater Saigon area, then be spread throu gh Sou th Viet 
Nam. 
If the Viet Con g follow Giap’s theories, then they mu st prov e 
this U.S. plan u n workable before it really gets goin g so that 
we’ll aban don it an d try an other plan .

The Reds held Bin h Gia ju st lon g en ou gh to be able to kill 
o ff so me o f the demo cratic an tl-Commu n ist leadership of the 
co mmunity , set up and trip ambu shes, in flict heav y casu alties 
o n go v ernment tro o ps and 
captu re sizable n u mbers of U.S.- 
made weapo ns. 
But the Red Viet Con g didn ’t win all the v ictories. The Sou th 
Viet Nam go v ernment troops showed high brav ery u n der su s­ 
tained fire. They kept mov in g in regardless of casu alties. That 
sho uld erase American con cern that the Vietn amese aren 't will­ 
ing to die for what they believ e when properly train ed an d led. 
This was all the more Impressiv e sin ce the gov ern men t 
troops in this battle were obv iou sly u p again st highly able Red 
soldiers, n ot ragged gu errillas. The Viet Con g were well-led, 
well-tran ied an d well-armed. They had clearly mapped their 
strategy thorou ghly an d practiced their Bin h Gia tactics for 
weeks. They obv iou sly had a hefty core of profession als.

F'eijoada — pronounced fay - 
zho-ah’-da — is a fav orite Bra­ 
zilian dish eaten once a week, 
usually on Saturday . 


Bean Slew 


It’s a formidable black bean 
stew that to the uninitiated may 
look as if it will dev our him in­ 
stead. Not a light or easy -to- 
make 
dish, 
feijoada 
is 
the 
champ of cookbook recipes — 
and as controv ersial. 
Much jest goes with the stew, 


usually by its most passionate 
dev otees. 
Some say , for instance, that 
the recipe calls for ev ery thing 
in the kitchen that isn’t mov ing 
ex cept members of the immedi­ 
ate family . 


F'ifteen different v arieties of 
meat, mostly salted or smoked, 
and a small mountain of black 
beans go into a “ feijoada com- 
pleta,” as it is called. It takes 
two day s to assemble. 


Varied 


Depending on the “ fav orite” 
recipe 
giv en y ou, 
the 
meats 
may include salt pork, seasoned 
pork sausage, ham. dried beef, 
salted 
tongue, 
tripe, 
pork 
shoulder and pork ribs and pigs’ 


knuckles, feet and ears. The 
quantities v ary down from two 
pounds. 
The 
meats 
and 
beans 
are 
soaked ov ernight. The following 
day , they are drained, placed in 
a large v at, cov ered with water 
and boiled for sev eral hours, or 
until the beans are soft. 


Chopped onions, parsley , to­ 
matoes, bay leaf and a well- 
mashed clov e of garlic are sau­ 
ted in two tablespoons of fat. 
When the onions are brown, a 
small portion of the black beans 
is added to the mix ture in the 
fry ing 
pan. 
The 
beans 
are 
mashed until the sauce thick­ 
ens. This is then returned to the 
big kettle for blending with the 
stew. 


When 
ready 
to 
serv e, 
the 
meat is remov ed from the kettle 
first, sliced and arranged on a 
platter. The beans are serv ed 
from a soup tureen. 


Usually , 
feijoada 
is 
serv ed 
with generous helpings of white 
rice, hot manioc flour, hot col- 
lard greens and slices of or­ 
ange. A dash of fiery hot pepper 
called malagueta is also av aila­ 
ble. 


Eating feijoada, almost a ri­ 
tual, is often launched with a 
shot of cachaca — pronounced 
ca-sha’-sa — a powerful relativ e 
of rum.

Univ ersity ’s admissions office al­ 
ready has on file 3,018 activ e ap­ 
plications for admission nex t au­ 
tumn. This is a 1,075 increase 
since Dec. 1. 
This figure compares with 2.58 0 
on file a y ear ago for admission 
in fall 19f» 4. Mrs. F]ugenie Walker, 
admission director said today . 
Last fall, 4,.560 freshmen and 
new transfer students registered 
among NIU’s record enrollment 
of 12.6 72 students. In all, the ad­ 
missions office processed 9 ,275 
undergraduate applications for ad­ 
mission for last autumn. 
The 3.018 applications on file 
this month include 1,9 54 women 
and 1,06 4 men.
